Cypriots Stage 
Celebration as 
900 are Freed

NICOSIA 
(AP)—Greek Cy- 


priots celebrated wildly as the 
British turned loose more than 
900 political prisoners Sunday. 


The detainees had been held 


without trial under emergency 
regulations lis suspected mem- 
bers of EOKA, the Greek Cypri- 
oi. underground which has been 
waging a terrorist 
campaign 


against the British since' 1945. 


The government announced 


all detention camps on the -is- 
land were being 
closed 
and 


emergency regulations 
lifted. 


The action had been assured by 
the agreement last Thursday in 
London to give Cyprus inde- 
pendence, but the release of the 
prisoners came quicker than 
expected. 


Hundreds of other Cypriots 


imprisoned after conviction of 
violating the emergency regula- 
tions were not' affected by the 
first 
amnesty. But many of 


these are expected to get reduc- 
ed terms or release soon. 


Weeping relatives embraced 


the detainees at Nicosia's Phan- 
eronemi 
Cathedral, 
where a 


thanksgiving service was held. 
Thousands packed the streets. 


In the only serious incident 


reported, a crowd of Turkish 
Cypriots in Pergamos 
village 


stoned a convoy of detainees 
and their families. A 7-year-old 
Greek boy got a serious head 
wound.

To Mars In Ten 
Or Fifteen Years 


WINTER PARK, Fla. (AP) — 


The first U.S. manned space ex- 
pedition will land on the planet 
Mars in 10 to 15 years, scientists 
predict. 


"In the not too distant future 


such a trip can be made and has 
to be made," the Army's top 
space experts said Sunday. 


Dr. Wernher von Braun, techni- 


cal director of the Army Ballistic 
Missile Agency, and three of his 
colleagues outlined the journey in 
a lecture at Rollins College. 


Von Braun described the ex- 


pedition as "the crowning achieve- 
ment of the man-in-space program 
now in progress." 


The scientists said the round 


trip, using two giant spaceships, 
would be completed in 32 months. 


The best opportunity will come 


next on Aug. 6, 1971, when the two 
planets are in closest relation- 
—34.6 million miles.

In talks to Republican leaders 


at White House conferences, Ei- 
senhower is said to have cited Viet 
Nam, 
with 125,000 men under 


arms, as an example of a coun- 
try where defense support is ab- 
solutely necessary. 


The President's reiterated state- 


ment has had the effect of whip- 
ping up more Republican backing 
for the program than has been 
available sometimes in the past.

join Macon voter registrars from 
discriminating against Negroes. 


The hearing is on a government 


motion to forbid Macon County 
officials from destroying old vot- 
er registration records which fed- 
eral attorneys want for evidence. 
A new state' law authorizes all 
counties to throw away question- 
naires filled out by voter appli- 
cants who' were later rejected. 
The questionnaires are used to 
determine if applicants are eligi- 
ble to vote.

ter Macmiilan and P r e m i e r 
Khrushchev met for two and a 
half hours in the Kremlin today 
and apparently discussed the dis- 
armament deadlock between the 
West and the Russians. 


Only one adviser—disarmament 


expert Con O'Neill—accompanied 
Macmiilan, Foreign Secretary Sel- 
wyn Lloyd and Ambassador Sir 
Patrick Reilly to the first formal 
conference of the British delega- 
tion's visit. 


The official Soviet news agency 


in a brief dispatch after the meet- 
ing said that Macmiilan and 
Khrushchev had "friendly conver- 
sations."

Macmiilan and Khrushchev got 


down to formal Kremlin talks aft- 
er a get-acquainted weekend in 
the country. 


The British prime minister got 


second billing in the Moscow press 
however. The Communist party 
organ Pravda devoted top space 
to an editorial lauding the Red 
army—which marked its 41st an- 
niversary Sunday—and gave only 
brief mention to the Khrushchev- 
Macmillan parley. 


Macmiilan and Foreign Secre-/ 


tary Selwyn Lloyd returned to 
Moscow Sunday night after a.

Khrushchev at the rambling

Dulles Has Third Treatment 
After World Aiiairs Talks

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre- 


tary of State John Foster Dulles 
gets his third X-ray treatment for 
cancer today after a respite dur- 
ing which he had two discussions 
on world affairs. 


While Dulles was talking about 


the international situation Sunday 
with Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon and later with his brother, 
Allen W. Dulles, several senators 
were disagreeing with a sugges- 
tion that the secretary resign. 


Sen. 
Stuart Symington (D-Mo.) 


made the suggestion Saturday in 
St. Louis. He said he didn't think 
Dulles could run the State Depart- 
ment from a hospital. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey (D- 


Minn.) said later "Secretary Dul- 
les is a patriot and'I am sure he 
realizes the essential soundness of 


the suggestion made by Sen. Sym- 
ington." 


But Sen. Mike Mansfield of Mon- 


tana, assistant Democratic floor 
leader, said he regards Dulles as 
almost indispensable at this time. 


Sen. Homer Capehart (R-Ind.) 


said Symington was carrying par- 
tisan politics too far. He called 
Symington's suggestion very cruel 
and unwarranted. 


Sen. 
John Sparkman (D-Ala-) 


said he saw no need for making a 
replacement. He said Dulles "may 
bounce back. If anyone can, I be- 
lieve he ,will." 


Nixon's visit with Dulles at Wal- 


ter Reed Army Medical Center 
lasted about 45 mifiStss, during 
which they talked about the Ber- 
lin crisis. 


Dulles later talked for another 


45 minutes with his brother, Al- 
len, Central Intelligence chief.

For persons with, high 
blood pressure, the report notes, 
new drugs have been developed 
during the past decade that 
make it possible to bring almost 
all cases under • control. These 
and other advances are review- 
ed in "having Lives," as the 
Heart Association's report is 
titled. The advances are at- 
tributed rr'inariry to the con- 
certed a.tl ack on the cardiovas- 
cular diseases which took sha.pe

But look at it for a moment.

Washington 
had 
bread 


baked in her own kitchen. The 
cost — involving free or slave la- 
bor — is hard to compute. If she 
had bought a loaf in the store, 
it wouldn't have been sliced, nor 
stutf ed' with v i t a m i n s (about 
which she knew only instinctive- 
ly), nor wrapped in waxed paper. 


Mrs. Washington probably- did 


not buy milk in the store or from 
a delivery man. IE she had, it

The murky pall of mingled smoke, soot, and damp-gray

carpets, drapes, and lamp-'iades.<s>- 


With heating rlsnts going full 


tilt during the cold weather, 
sooty smudges streak the walls. 


The homemaker, looking ahead 


to spring, is beginning to chart 
her cleaning schedule to have 
the house fresh and shining by 
Easter. 


Major -weapons In the cam- 


paign will be the vacuum clean- 
er, detergents-and-water, and 
specialized cleaners. 


Upholstered furniture, for ex- 


ample, may need cleaning to re- 
store the brightness of color or 
to lift a gray veil from pale, neu- 
tral shades. 


HOME SHAMPOOING of sofas 


and chairs can be a tricky opera- 
tion. Fabrics may be wetted too 
thoroughly and bleeding or fad- 
ing can occur. Too, a cover fab- 
ric may b- colorfast but the pad- 
ding might not be. 


It then could bleed through. 
A new, concentrated uphol- 


ster./ shampoo claims to have 
brought this problem under con- 
trol, vith a special applicator 
which is said to help prevent ex- 
cessive wetting. 


The foam is squeezed- through 


the sponge-brush head. It does 
the cleaning, and this action oc- 
curs on the surface of the fabric. 


When it dries, foam is vacu- 


umed or brushed off. 


In our unofficial tests with its 
the foam did a good job of lift- 
ing off surface soil with a mini- 


mum of fuss, bother and equip- 
ment. It's also good for leather 
or vinyl upholstery—the foam is 
wiped off while damp when so 
used. 


Consider: home cleansers can't 


be expected to accomplish mira- 
cles if fabrics are heavily spot- 
ted or stained and have been 
neglected for long periods. Even 
professional cleaning may not 
successfully remove all stains in 
such instances. 


Better 
applicators for 
rug 


shampoos promise to make rug 
deaninjj easier and more effec- 
tive. Over-wetting can be a prob- 
lem with carpet cleaning, too, and 
new applicators are designed to 
distribute foam evenly, automat- 
ically. 


This prevents water from seep- 


ing through the fibers. One of the 
newest applicators comes in pret- 
ty colors and has a sponge roller- 
brush head on a tank into 
which the solution is poured; a 
dial is set to control flow of foam. 


Thorough vacuuming before 


and after shampooing a rug is 
important to success. Use stow 
strokes and go back and forth 
over an area several times to pull 
up as much loose soil as possible. 


Make sure you're not trying to 


vacuum with a full dust bag— 
put in an empty bag before you 
start

AMERICA'S AIR-MINDED CO-EDS 
Students Talie to the Wild Blue at Stephens College

COLUMBIA, Mo. — (NEA)— It 


may be a man's world but women 
are proving that the atmosphere 
around it is anybody's domain. 


Whether earth-bound or air- 


borne, one group of women are 
working at being intelligent citi- 
zens of the Air Age. Their air- 
space textbooks have a new place 
beside their cookbooks. 


The famed "Aviation in the 


Modern World" course offered by 
Stephens C o l l e g e for women 
gives the student a broad view of 
the whole field of a v i a t i o n . 
Studies range from world air 
routes and the social and eco- 
nomic influences of aviation to 
the general operation of personal 
aircraft. 


The only c o l l e g e aviation 


course in the country devoted 
exclusively to the training of 
women is a pacesetter, putting 
the student on familiar ground, 
whether 
confronted 
with the 


business or technical side of 
flying. 


An average of 120 women take 


the course annually. 


A PIONEER development in 


the field of education for women, 
the course was originated in 
1946 
by the present head of the 


occupations division of the col- 
lege, Kenneth E. Newland, to 
give a "consumer's approach" to 
aviation. It was the first attempt 
on the part of any college to 
develop a course on a nontechni- 
cal basis from the complexity of 
technical courses. 


Jets, space flight and commercial air travel are the scholastic 
diet of these students enrolled in the Stephens College aviation 
course. Receiving pointers on a jet'a construction from in- 
structor Kenneth E. Newland are Beverly Glass, left, of Man- 
chester, Iowa, and Sabra Knepper, of Cincinnati, Ohio, 


have received their private pilot's 
licenses in the past 10 years and

which equips the trainees for 
positions with the nation's major 


The department, which at one 


time gave major importance to 
flight instruction, more recently 
has emphasized air transporta- 
tion and the impact it has upon 
present society. 


used as "flying classrooms" by 
students majoring in b o t a n y , 
geology and other -such distant 
subjects. They have completed 
a total of seven million air miles 
without any major accidents. 


THE DEVELOPMENT of avia- 


tion education on the college 
level has included substantial 
contributions to the field of aero- 
nautics. One of its most out- 
standing projects was carried out 
in cooperation with the U.S. 
Navy and the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration. Wire recorders 
were placed in the school's planes 
and complete transcriptions of 
the conversation of instructor 
and student were recorded. This 
led to revision of flight instruc- 
tors' teaching methods in both 
civilian and military programs. 


In 1941 the immediate objec- 


tive of the college's early avia- 
tion program was to train women 
to fill ihe thousands of wartime 
jobs which were held by men 
prior to that time. As a result, 
Stephens graduates became flight 
instructors, Link Trainer opera-' 
tors and filled a variety of posi-' 
lions with the major airlines.

"It's harder 
than ever for great instrumental- 
ists, for example, to get started.

"The colleges in particular are 


being overlooked. They produce 
concert artists, but why don't they 
turn out more entertainers in the 
field of popular music?" 


Merv himself quit college in 


1945 at the age of 18 to take a 
$1150-a-week job singing on a San 
Francisco radio station. 


"I figured that with that kind 


of money I could buy the univer- 
sity in a couple of years, and 
issue myself any diplomas I need- 
ed," he recalled, smiling. Three 
years later he quit to tour with 
Freddie Martin's band at only 


$150 a week. 


"Everybody thought I was crazy 


to take a $1,000 weekly pay cut," 
he said. "But I wanted to see the 
country, and I didn't want to 
spend my life as a one-town per- 
former." 


Griffin spent four years on the 


road, made a top-hit record, three 
pictures in Hollywood, had his 
own radio variety show and did a 
night • club stint with Tallulah 
Bankhead. 


"A touring dance band is the 


greatest training school in the 


world for a singer," he said. "One 
night you're singing in a Penn- 
sylvania night club; the next night 
you're opening at the Waldorf. 


"You learn how to please any 


kind ol audience. You learn what 
music has universal appeal. 


"Where can you get that kind 


of training now? The bands don't 
play around so much today." 


Griffin thinks the discovery ol 


fresh talent today is largely a 
hit-or-miss matter. 


"A kid runs out and makes a 


record, rolls it to the nearest 


company. There they usually toss 
it into the wastebasket," he said. 


"But suppose they do put it out 


and it becomes an overnight hit 
The kid usually dies overnight, 
too. Very few last. They don't get 
the training."
